SPOKESMAN SAID TODAY. 

OBSERVERS SAIO THE FACT THAT L IAQ Hft-SHU. ACTING CHARGE 
OAFFAIRES‘/OR THE PEOPLES REPUBLIC HERE, HAS WOT REQUESTED 
ASYLUM APPEARS TO INDICATE HE DOES NOT FEEL SAFE IN HOLLAND AHO 
PLANS TO FIND A BETTER HIDEOUT IN ANOTHER WESTERN COUNTRY. 

LIAO FLED HIS POST HERE IN THE EARLY HOURS OF JAN 24 AND HAS 
BEEN KEPT INCOMMUNfCADO EVER SINCE, 

THE JUSTICE DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN, WHO SAID UAQ WAS BEING 
TREATED AS AN ORDINARY POLITICAL REFUGEE, WAS ANSWERING QUESTIONS 
ABOUT A FLURRY OF RUMORS REGARDING THE CHINESE DEFECTOR. 

ONE RUMOR WAS THAT THE DIPLOMAT HAD BEEN TAKEN TO BONN FOR 
INTERROGRAT ION BY THE U.S. CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY (C.I.A.) 

ANOTHER OFFICIAL WAS ASKED ABOUT REPORTS THAT UAQ HAD BEEN MOVED 
FIRST TO C.I.A. HEADQUARTERS IN THE HAGUE, THEN TO BONN. 

HE SAID "WE ARE NOT GOING TO PARADE THE FOX IN FRONT OF THE HOUNDS »" 

.. ANOTHER STORY CIRCULATING HERE AND IN BRITAIN WAS THAT LIAO 
WAS ONE OF THE BIGGEST INTERNATIONAL SPY CATHES FOR THE WEST FOR 
SEVERAL YEARS. 

A FOREIGN OFFICE SPOKESMAN SAID "I CANNOT GO ON DENYING ALL

AT THE TIME OF HIS DEFECTION, LIAO WAS THE ONLY REMAINING

INCIDENT. IT IS 8ELIEVE0 THAT HE WAS DUE FOR RECALL TO PEKING AND 
THAT HE FEARED FOR HIS LIFE. 

AN UNCONFIRMED REPORT CIRCULATING AMONG HAGUE DIPLOMATS SAYS 
ON THE DAY HE FLED, LIAO FIRST WENT TO THE U,S, EMBASSY HERE BUT 
U.S, OFFICIALS REFUSED TO TALK TO HIM. , 

THE CHINESE MISSION WAS INFORMED OF LIAOS ACTION AND 
REQUESTS BY MEMBERS OF THE CHINESE MISSION TO BE ALLOWED TO 
KNOW LIAOS WHEREABOUTS WERE REFUSED BY DUTCH AUTHORITIES. 

HE WAS WHISKED AWAY UNDER A POLICE GUARD TO A HIDEOUT "SOMEWHERE 
IN HOLLAND" AND WAS ALMOST CERTAINLY I NTEStROGATEO BY SECURITY 
OFFICIALS ON HIS ROLE IN THE HOSPITAL KIDMAPING INCIDENT OF 1966.
